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» Nourns the Loss of a . Gifted 
North Sends a Tribute 
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Biographical. 
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TERRIBLE BUTCHERY. 


The Fearfal Deed of an Ohio Man—He 
Kills His Wife, Four Children and Him- 
self. 


NiLEs, O., Dec. 23.—This commu- 
nity was horror stricken last evening 
by the discovery of one of the most 
horrible and _ bloody _ butcheries 
that has ever occurred in this section 
of the State, the victims being five in 
number—Charles Shelar, his wife and 
three childron. The crime is supposed 
to have taken place at an early hour in 
the morning as when the inhuman deed 
was discovered at about five o’clock in 
the evening all five bodies were 
cold in death. With their 
throats cut from ear to ear, Shelar 
and his wife were found lying together 
across the foot of the bed while the 
three children, also with their throats 
cut, were on the floor in different parts 
of the house. Shelar was a mill man 
and had steady employment, but of late 
had drunk heavily and it is rumored 
that he and his wife did not live hap- 
pily together. The theory advanced is 
that Shelar in a fit of madness cut the 
throats of his wife and children and then 
hisown. The weapon used was a razor 
and was purchased by Shelar of a 
hardware dealer Saturday evening. 

Kittie Meeker, a little sister of the 
murdered woman, caused the discov- 
ery of the tragedy. She went to the 
house to deliver the evening’s milk, as 
usual, and was unable to gain admit- 
tance to the house. Charles Mossman 
was in the vicinity, and she told him 
about it. He went with her-tothe rear 
of the house and, finding a door open, 
entered. ‘Ihe first floor of the house 
was deserted, but a terrible sight met 
the eyes on the second story. The 
dead baby was on the floor of one 
room, two children with blood 
flowing all over them and ugly gashes 
in their throats lay in another 
chamber, while the murderer and his 
wife were clasped in the embrace of a 
bloody death on their own bed. It ap- 
peared that the wife was the first 


| victim and made a desperate fight for 


life. The broken handle of the razor 
was found by her side. Then he went 
to the room where the eighteen-months- 
old girl lay and nearly severed her head 
from her body. Then came the bloody 
slaughter of the girls,aged five and seven 
years. The murderer then apparently 
took a lamp, went to a mirror, delib- 
erately cut his own throat and stagger- 
ing to where his wife lay threw him- 
self upon her body. The scene of the 
tragedy was sickening. Niles is in- 
tensely excited and strong men who 
viewed the bodies turned faint and 
rushed into the open air and women 
had to be borne out of the house. The 
only theory advanced as to the cause is 
insanity. 


THE BEALES LAND GRANT, 


The Inter-State Land Company Gets a 
Set- Back. 


KANSAS Crry, Mo., Dec. 22.—Judge 
Brewer, as United States Court judge, 
has rendered a decision in the famous 
Beales land grant case, the most im- 
portant land suit ever brought in the 
United States. It involves the title to 
over 60,000,000 acres of land in Colo- 
rado, New Mexico and vicinity. 

The title of the case pending is: In- 
ter-State Land Company against The 
Maxwell Land Grant Company; also 
Maxwell Land Grant Company against 
Vincente Pucteca and others. 

Judge Brewer decided in favor of 
the Maxwells. 

The decision is long but comprehen- 
sive. By reciting the conditions of the 
grant to Beales and the laws governing 
Mexico, Judge Brewer finds that Beales 
had no .itle to any Jand except what 
was set off to him by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment as an empresario. As Beales 
claimed and deeded the entire tract of 
land granted, his titles are void ac- 
cording to Judge Brewer's opinion. 

It is not believed the case will stop 
short of the United States Supreme 
Court. Judge Brewer cites a decision 
from this court as justifying his opin- 
ion. The ground on which Judge 
Brewer bases his opinion is that the 
Mexican Government limited the single 
quantity of land owned by any one per- 
son to eleven leagues square. 

Charles Moonlight, of Texas, a lead- 
ing cattle man, is the largest owner in 
the Inter-State Land Company. N. B. 
Childs, of this city, brother of United 
States Commissioner William Childs, is 
also a member of the company. The 
holding is against this company. The 
company’s headquarters are in this 
city.

Mate Weeks 
said that. the Republicans wére’ afraid 
at one time that Dom Pedro wotld ab- 
dicate in faver of his daughter and that 
she would transfer her power to her 
husband, who is a Frenchman.

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NICKEL-BEARING MINES. 











One The Yields a Product of Four Thou- 
sand Rons per Year. 

In the Copper Cliff mine near Sud- 
bury, Can., it is said more nickel is 
being produced than the entire market 
of the world calls for at current prices. 
A little branch railway off the main line 
of the Canadian Pacific railway, four 
miles in length, leads out to the mine, 
which opens into the face of a crag of 
the brown, oxidized Laurentian rock 
characteristic of this region. The miners 
are now at work at a depth of about 300 
feet below the surface. As fast as the 
nickel and copper-bearing rock is hoist- 
ed out itis broken up and piled upon 
long ‘beds or ricks of pine wood to be 
calcined, or roasted, for the purpose of 
driving out the sulphur which it con- 
tains. The roasting process is of the 
nature of lime-kilning or charcoal-burn- 
ing. Each great bed of ore requires from 
one to two months to roast. When roast- 
ed the rock goes to the principal smelt- 
er, a powerful blast-furnace, ‘‘jacketed” 
—in mining phrase—withb running water 
to enable it to sustain the great heat 
requisite to reduce the crude, obdurate 
mineral to fluidity. ; 

The dross of the molten mass is first 
allowed to flow off, and afterward the 
nearly pure nickel and copper, blended 
together in an alloy called the ‘‘mat,” 
or matte, is drawn off at the base of the 
furnace vat into borrow-pots, and 
wheeled away, still liquid and fiery hot, 
to cool in the yard of the smelter, The 
mat contains about 70 percent. of nickel, 
the remaining 30 per cent being mainly 
When cool the conical pot- 
loaves of mat can easily be cracked in 
pieces by meansof heavy hammers. The 
fragments are then packed in barrels 
and shipped in Swansea in Wales and to 
Germany, where the two constituent 
metals are separated and refined by se- 
cret processes which'are very jealously 
guarded by the manufacturers. 

So jealously is the secret kept that no 
one in America has yet been able to 
learn the process, although one young 
metallurgist spent three years at Swan- 
sea, working as a common laborer in the 
factories, in order to procure it. At 
present there are produced daily at the 
Copper Cliff mine about ninety  pot- 
loaves of mat, each weighing near 450

Railroad Rights.

The Railway Age says: A de- 
cision of much importance to rail- 
ways and to travelers has just been 
rendered by the Supreme Court of 
the United States, as indicated by 
the following dispatch trom Wash- 


“In 1882 Patrick C. Boylan pur- 
chased a round trip ticket from Chi- 
cago to Hot Springs, Ark., the tick- 
et not to be good on the round trip 
unless stamped bv the ticket agent 
at Hot Springs. He signed his name 
to the ticket and accepted the con- 
ditions, He did noton leaving Hot 
Springs present the ticket to be 
stamped, but showed it to the bag- 
gageman, who checked his trunk, 
and to the gateman, who permitted 
him to enter the _ train, 
neither making any objection to the 
ticket not being stamped. The con- 
ductor of the train, however. was 
more strict and ejected him from the 
train because his ticket was not 
stamped and he refused to pay his 
fare. He brought suit in Illinois 
against the Hot Springs Railway 
Company for damages for being ex- 
pelle: from the train, alleging that 
it was a breach of contract, the come 
pany having agreed to transport him 
between the places named. ‘The 
court decided agninst him and the 
case was taken to the Supreme Court 
for review. 

T: e Supreme Court, in an opinion 
by Justice Gray, to-day affirmed the 
decision of the lower court. It held 
that the only question between the 
arties was an express one signed by 
ylan himself as well as by the tick- 
et agent at Chicago. Boylan having 
assented to the contract by accepting 
and signing it, was bound by the 
conditions expressed in it, whether he 
did or did not read them or know 
what they were. The case was held 
to be the same as that of Mosher vs. 
the Iron Mountain Railroad Com- 
pany. The action of the baggage- 
master and gateman, it was heid, did 
not change the status of the case.” — 

The Supreme Court of the land it 
seems thinks that contracts made 
with railway companies ought to be 
kept as much as contracts with indi- 
as ath - a view which some of the 
minor courts have not been inclined 
to take. People who buy excursion 
tickets at reduced rates on certain 
specified conditions to vhich thes 
agree, must carry out their part of 
the contract or forfeit their clims.

The Investigation of the General 
Land Office 


Reveais the Fact That Some- 


' 
Patents for Vaiuable Iron Lands; Near 


Duluth Rashed Through Out of the 
Regular Order—How Can the Titles Be , 
Reclaimed by the Government is the 
Question That Now Arises. 
WasHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The investi- 
gation now in progress in the general ' 
land office in relation to the fraudulent : 
patent for valuable iron lands near Du-’' 
luth is nearly completed, and the testi-' 
mony taken shows ei(é:er a fraud unpar- 
alleled in the history of the office or in- 
attention, carelessness and incompetency , 
amounting almost to criminality. | 
It shows beyond question that the en- , 
try of-this land was examined and ap- 
proved for _— by Douglass, the clerk ; 
in charge of such matters, while a con- ; 
troversy involving the same land was | 
pending before the secretary, and while ; 
a written protest and caveat against the 
patent, signed by James K. Reddington, : 
representing adverse claimants, was ac- | 
tually lying before him with the other 


papers. 
Out of Regular Order. 


It is further shown that after the en- 
had been so approved it was taken 
out of its regular order and sent to the 
patenting division of the office, where it 
was rushed through to patent in four; 
days, ahead of thousands of other cases | 
entitled to patent in regular order, and . 
ahead of hundreds of such patents actu- | 
ally written out and ready for signa- 
tures. It further appears that the pat- 
ent was recorded instantly upon its de- 
livery to the parties interested, and that 
sveral conveyances were also recorded | 
with evident intent to put the record 
title in the hands of ostensible third par- 
ties. 





A Grave Question. 

The grave question now, aside from 
the punishment of any of the offeuders' 
within official reach, is how the title | 
thus fraudulently obtained can be re- 
claimed by the government. It is prob- ! 
ably im ible to vacate the fraudulent 
title without suit by the United States, : 
under the direction of the attorney gen- 
eral. This, it is believed, will be one re- 
sult of the investigation. What will ba 
done in other directions remains to be 
seen. 


Is There no Security. 
The exposure of this scandal has great- ' 
ly excited attorneys and others interest- 
ed in land matters. If such operations 
are possible there is no security for hon- 
est claimants or reputable attorneys, and 
an emphatic demand is made for protec- 
tion in the future by a thorough reor- 
a of the personnel and change 
n the methods of the cffice.

“There . _ much talk of annexation 
just now, but there isa general i 
favor of some political c * ae 
is, however, a respectable portion of the 
community in favor of maintaining the 
nt condition of affairs. As concern- 
ing the proportion of Canadians in favor 
of the continuance of the present politi- 
cal system, I cannot say exactly but I 
believe they are quite numerous and im- 
— socially, politically and financial- 
y. Those who favor a change are di- 
vided between three schemes—imperial 
federation, annexation and independ- 
ence. 

‘Very few I believe, outside the out- 
right Royalists, are in favor of im 
feder:tion, and I may add that there are 
but few real. Canadians either French, 
English, Scotch or Irish, in favor of the 
scheme. Of course, Sir John A. Mac- 
donald, the prime’ minister of Canada, 


| who is a Scotchman by birth, is in favor 


of the scheme. Of the French-Canadi- 
ans, you could not find ten disposed to 
speak in favor of imperial federation. I 
need not add that Th ve no faith at all 
in the success of the scheme. 

“The general -feeling among the im- 
mense majority of Canadians is in the op- 
posite direction—that is to say, in favor 
of a separation from England. The date 
of that g nana is the secret of history 
and will depend very much upon ques- 
tions of tarii¥, fisheries, and others of a 
general importance, concerning, perhaps, 
more the relations between Canada and 
the United States than the relations be- 
tween Canada and Enyland. 

‘‘After imperial federation comes the 
qenter of annexation. There is no 

oubt-a respectable number of Canadi- 
ans favorable to annexation, It is no 
use denying the fact. Those who do it 
are either ignorant or hypocrites. As to 
the proportion in favor of the scheme 
that —— cannot be answered, no 
votes having ever been taken, and there 
bemg no practical means of ascertaining 
public opinion on. the subject. 

“Then come those who favor inde- 
pendin-e. I believe they are very 
numero.is, and that they form the most 
important portion from certain points of 
view of our population. They are im- 

ortant socially, politically and finan- 


| Gially, and they recruit themselves in a 


great part from among the young men 
who have naturally more liberal tenden- 
cics and a greuter disposition for inde- 
pendence. They are proud to cal]l them- 
selves Canadians, but would be much 
prouder to call themselves so if they 
were members of one of the independent 
nations of the world.

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HOUSEHOLD BREVITIES. 


—Hanging shelves in the cellar are 
a great convenience. 

—When cooking onions set a tin of 
vinegar on the stove, let it boil, and 
you will have no disagreeable smell. 

—Crystal globes in colored or cut 
glass filled with long-stemmed roses are 
a lovely decoration for the lunch or tea 
table. The globes come in ruby, 
sapphire and emerald tints, and usually 
rest on a mirror plaque. 

—Codfish croquettes— Take equal 
parts of picked-up codfish (freshened in 
water) and fresh masbed potatoes; sea- 
son with pepper, dip in egg, and roll in 
fine cracker meal and fry like oysters, 
making them in any shape preferred. 

—In oyster stew or any thing v’here 
one wishes to use the liquor let it come 
to a boil so as to take off the scum. 
Never boil oysters, as it toughens them, 
simply let them come to a boiling point. 
It should simply boil around the edges. 

—Sweetbread Sauce.—Remove the 
tough skin from the sweetbreads and 
let stand in cold water twenty minutes. 
Cutin halves, then in quarters and sea- 
son with salt and pepper, boil till ten- 
der and put a tablespoonful each of but- 
ter and flourina frying pan and when 
hot putin the sweetbreads; stir untila 
light brown, which will take about ten 
minutes.— Yankee Blade. 

—An experienced housekeeper says 
the best water tank is a stone jar—one 
of five or six gallons. This will not 
rust,andis not affected by change of 
temperature. Ice will dissolve in it 
without hurting it, and water will stand 
in it, as it is changed, for years without 
rusting it. Besides, clear, fresh water 
will keep cool, in a closet or other shady 
place, inastone jar better than in any 
other position. 

—Crackling Pone.—This is a Southern 
recipe: For a small pone take one quart 
of corn meal scalded with as much boil- 
ing water as it will absorb, and allow it 
tocool until the hand can be used to 
mix into it one cupful of well-salted 
“cracklings” or scraps left from trying 
out lard: Wetthe handsin cold water 
and pat the pone into a cake an inch 
thickonapan. Bakein the oven.—New 
England l’armer. 

—Jellied Chicken.—Boil the chicken 
till the meat falls from the bone, in as 
little water as possible; take it out and 
let it cool; chop and season with salt 
and pepper, then put it ina mold with a 
layerof hard, boiled eggs, either chopped 
or sliced; boil the water in which the 
meat was cooked until it is half boiled 
away, add a tablespoonful of gelatine, 
and when it is dissolved pour over the 
meat; this will be ready to use the next 
day after it is prepared; the eggs may be 
omitted if desired.—Detroit Free Press. 








LINCOLN’S ANCESTORS. 


Facts Learned from the Archives of Berks 
County, Pa. 

-Among the inmates of the county 
almshouse is John Lincoln, aged about 
seventy-five years. He is a descendant 
of the same family to which the dead 
President belonged. He has been here 
for several years, and it is known that 
in his young days he was wealthy, hav: 
ing inherited a considerable sum of 
money from the family. He was, how: 
ever, a lover of fast horses and fox: 
hunting and the sport was too much for 
him and he soon fell into evil ways. 
Going from bad to worse, he eventually 
became a hostler at a country hotel. 
Becoming old, he was quickly incapaci- 
tated for work and was then sent to the 
poor-house. Researches among the ar- 
chives of Berks County show that the 
Lineoln family came from Massachu- 
setts and settled in Oley township, this 
county, some time prior to 1735. They 
soon became prominent citizens in that 
and adjoining townships. The grand- 
father of President Lincoln went from 
here to Virginia and thence to Kentucky, 
according to authentic. records. They 
were among the largest taxpayers a 
centary ago, and the names of Mordecai, 
John and Abraham are common ones on 
the records and tax levies. Abraham 
Lincoln, a granduncle of the martyr 
President, the records show, was a coun- 
ty commissioner in 1773. Ten years 
later he was elected to the Legislature 
and served four years. Subsequently he 
was'a justice of the peace and ex-officio 
one of the justices of the quarter ses- 
sions court. Many ancient documents 
can be found bearing his signature.— 
Reading (Pa.) Dispatch. 





New York's Potter's Field. 

The potter's field in New York City is 
located at. present on Hart’s Island, and 
since 1869 more than 60,000 bodies have 
been buried there. There are no single 
interments; the bodies are placed in 
trenches, dug in regular rows, 45 feet 
long, 14 feet wide and 10 feet deep. 
Each of these pits will hold 150 bodies, 
which are laid three deep, in six rows,of 
twenty-five each. In 1887 4,158 bodies 
were buried on Hart's Island; the inter- 
ments average about 30 perday. Inthe 
public or poor quarter of Calvary Cem- 
etery a trench is dug 7 feet wide, 10 or 
12 feet deep and of indefinite length, in 
which the coffins are stowed tier upon 
tier, making a flight of steps five or 
more deep; and with not enough dirt to 
hide one from the next.—N. Y. Letter.

A POWERFUL ADVOCATE. 


Efficacy of the General Newspaper in Dif- 
fusing Suffrage Sentiment. 

The importance of press work in ad- 
vancing the cause of suffrage is not yet 
fully realized. Norcan the difficulties 
in the way of the work be thoroughly 
appreciated, except by those engaged in 
it. 

The results from all suffrage writing, 
says Mary E. Cardwell, probably always 
seem inadequate, not only to the writers, 
but to others. It may or may not re- 
ceive passing notice, or careful atten- 
tion, or it may lead toan attack upon 
the cause—an attack usually so worth- 
less as to give no room for intelligent 
controversy—and an impression is apt 
to be left that nothing written can be 
made convincing enough to break down 
the walls of indifference and wilful con- 
servatism. But it is a truth, which it 
should not be necessary to repeat to suf- 
fragisis, that to-day suffrage sentiment 
is being created largely by the press. 
Conventions are held once a year. Local 
societies do good work by keeping alive 
and strengthening, chiefly, the suffrage 
sentiment of their members. The press 
is not only at work the year around, 
but it reaches millions, who appear only 
to be waiting io have their minds awak- 
ened upon all manner of subjects, and 
their honest opinions furnished them 
by the papers they read. 

If suffragists better understood the 
power of a continuous published advo- 
cacy of the cause, the suffrage papers in 
the country would be in a most flourish- 
ing condition; their number would in- 
crease, their distribution among non- 
suffragists would be great, and many 
converts would be made. 

sut it isin the nature of things that 
no suffrage paper should have as wide 
an influence as the local press of any 
State or district. A general newspaper 
is read by hundreds which the organ of 
any movement could not possibly reach. 
And where a movement is represented 
in the columns of any newspaper, it will 
almost inevitably at some time be 
brought before the eyes of every reader 
of the paper. Toinsert suffrage news, 
notes, comments and arguments in the 
columns of local newspapers, is, in the 
truest sense of the phrase, sowing seed 
broadcast. 

In regard to the work in Indiana, Mrs. 
M.S. Brooks, one of the most efficient 
of the local superintendents, says: ‘‘Of 
one thing I am convinced; this local 
press work, judiciously executed, will 
prove to be the lever that shall make 
the vote in this State unanimous for 
woman suffrage, whenever it shall be 
brought before the people.” 

It is not too much to say that if every 
paper in the State published suffrage 
matter regularly, or even cecasionally, 
it would not be long before the question 
would be brought before the people. 
Perhaps the same result would almost 
as rapidly accrue if one paper in every 
county published suffrage matter regu- 
larly—a condition of things which might 
probably exist now, if the suffragists of 
the State could comprehend its impor- 
tance. 
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“THE FEMALE MIND.” 





Facts Prove that it is Capable of Grasping 
and Holding as Much as the Male Mind. 
After reading the account given in a 

recent Woman's Journal of the debate 

in the Georgia Senate on the question of 
admitting women to the State Universi- 
ty, Miss Ellen A. Hayes, Professor of 
pathematics in «Wellesley College, 
wrote a letter to the Atlanta Constitu- 
tion in which she utterly routed the 

Senator who ‘“‘never saw a woman who 

would look at a logarithm.” Prof. 

Hayes says: 

The Senator seems not only never to 
have tried to see such a woman, but in 
voting against the admission of women 
to the university of his State he is 
resolved to preserve himself, if possi- 
ble, from ever seeing one. Con- 
sidering the sweeping nature of 
some of the Senator’s statements, and 
his disregard of easily accessible facts, 
his reference to mathematics and sci- 
ence was unfortunate. A scientific man 
will be cautious in his data and his 
logic before aftirming that women are 
disgusted the minute you enter sci- 
ence and astronomy. As bearing on 
the question of ‘women and mathe- 
matics I beg leave to state a few of 
the facts, and I take them from one 
college where six hundred young women 
are studying. In respect to geographical 
distribution these students represent 
the entire United States, including 
Georgia, with half a dozen foreign coun- 
tries in addition. All of them study 


mathematics throughout their freshman: 


year, and all candidates for the degree 
of B. S. continue the study, reading 
analytic geometry through the sopho- 
more year. In the last two years math- 
ematics is elective for all. At this 
present time the class in calculus num- 
bers twenty-five, being twenty-three per 
cent. of the entire junior class. I invite 
a comparison of this per cent. with the 
per cent of young men who elect cal- 
culus under the same circumstances, 
¢ ¢, who are pursuing a course in the 
liberal arts and are not reading for the 
profession of engineer. Young men in 
polytechnic schools, where calculus is a 
required subject, have been known to 
express surprise that so many young 
women take the subject when not 
obliged to do so. 

Nobody is dragging these students 
through calculus, nobody urged them to 
elect it; they simply enjoy mathematics 
and wish to learn more. And it need 
not be imagined that the course is a 
“soft” one, “adapted to the female 
mind.” Comparisons may be made on 
this point also. Last year six young 
women, members of the senior class in 
this institution, read Celestial Dynam- 
ics and the theory of Orbit Determina- 
tion. Near the close of the year they 
were given their choice—more theory or 
the determination of the orbit of a 
comet.

eight students have elected the same 
subject, and are reading Oppolzer in 
French and German, since there is no 
English translation of the Bahnbestino- 
mung. Itis a study which young men 
rarely undertake, except as they are 
looking forward to careers as astrono- 
mers. Let us have fair play, and let us 
have the truth in regard to what women 
have done and are doing. It is unjust 
and unscientific to maintain preju- 
dice-born theories in spite of evidence. 
An old cardinal refused to look into Gal- 
ileo’s telescope from fear that he might 
see Jupiter’s moons; and the existence 
of such moons was contrary to Scrip- 
ture and to Aristotle. The cardinal is 
not without intellectual descendants to- 
day; but the determination to disregard 
facts does not alter facts. It is too late 
to say that women can not learn Greek, 
or mathematics, or science, or any- 
thing else that men learn, and he 
who undertakes the defense of the 
antiquated theories relating to the “‘fe- 
male mind” has a prodigious difficulty 
on hand. As for the girls of Georgia, I 
am loth to believe that they are any less 
able or ambitious than their sisters in 
other States; and as one interested in 
the great State of Georgia, I can not but 
regret that she should. retard 
her own progress by refusing to 
deal as justly by her daughters as 
by her sons—for this, as it seems to me, 
must be the result of the rejection of 
the bill to admit women to the State 
University. The accumulating testi- 
mony of history and science compels us 
to believe that a country can reach the 
highest and truest prosperity only as it 
makes the most out of all of its citizens, 
the women as well as the men.

The prisons graduate their convicts at 
all times of the year. The fact that 
they have served sentences in prison is, 
in a good degree, proof that each man 
who leaves the prison will not be a val- 
uable member of society. The State 
deals with both these classes. It wel- 
comes the convict to the body politic. 
with the right and the power to help 
shape the government, to make the 
laws, and to impress his personality up- 
on them. He may vote and be voted 
for. As far as his power goes, he can 
help to secure laws that will be lenient 
to criminals and to crime. The State 
gives him the full rights of citizenship. 

The State excludes from the body pol- 
itic the woman who is a college gradu- 
ate. It denies her a right to help shape 
the government or to help make the 
laws, or to bring her fine education and 
good moral qualities to make the State 
better. It denies to her the highest 
right of citizenship—the right to vote. 
Politically, she is held as a perpetual 
minor. The male convict is her politi- 
cal superior. 

Some day the State will find out what 
it loses by making sex the basis of po- 
litical rights, thus depriving itself of 
the full aid of its good women, who, if 
their votes could be added to the votes 
of the best men, would make a major- 
ity every time, and so secure the best 


results. ;
